Hatchfield: 
Last chance 


for questions 


COUNCILLORS had a final 
chance to ask questions about 
the proposed Hatchfield Farm 
development last night, ahead 
of a decision being made in two 
weeks’ time. 

A meeting, originally to be held 
behind closed doors before be¬ 
ing opened to the public in the 
last week, was held at the Forest 
Heath District Council (FHDC) 
offices in Mildenhall to allow 
councillors to hear from the de¬ 
velopers for a final time. 

Bob Sellwood, planning con¬ 
sultant for Lord Derby and Hatch- 
field Farm, and Rebekah Paczek, 
who carried out the public con¬ 
sultation, spoke of the benefits 
the development would bring to 
the area. 

Councillors heard that feed¬ 
back from public consultations 
was “quite balanced” in terms 
of those in favour and those op¬ 
posed, and developers had decid¬ 
ed to go for their smallest scale of 
400 homes, plus employment. 

Thirty per cent of the homes 
would be affordable housing, 
with the 400 houses set to be built

over eight years. It was also an¬ 
nounced that a new school would 
be provided, as Suffolk County 
Council had said an extension on 
an existing school “wasn’t feasi¬ 
ble”. 

The main concerns raised by 
councillors were regarding traffic. 

Mr Sellwood told them the 
junction between the A14 and 
A142 would have traffic lights 
to avoid motorists queuing, but 
councillors requested the system 
is tested first. 

Cllr Simon Cole said: “We could 
just set it up now for a couple of 
days to see if it works, rather than 
rely on a computer model to hope 
it will work.” 

Cllr Robin Millar added: “In 
Newmarket, the Highways Agen¬ 
cy has got traffic wrong in the 
past, for example with Waitrose. 

“I asked them specifically 
where their customers came from 
and they didn’t know.” 

The original development, 
which was turned down by FHDC 
in June 2010, was for 1,200 homes 


on the 49-acre site in Fordham 
Road. In 2011, Lord Derby ap¬ 
pealed, but this was dismissed in 
March 2012. 

After last night’s meeting, a 
spokesperson for Lord Derby 
said: “We were pleased with the 
attendance at the members brief¬ 
ing and the level of interest in the 
proposals. We are happy to have 
agreed some significant issues in 
recent weeks including the con¬ 
tribution of £1.78m to build a 
new school which is likely to be 
on land at Hatchfield Farm. 

“We have made an effort to 
speak to a wide range of people 
from across Newmarket, includ¬ 
ing 18 to 35-year-olds who are 
frequently not involved in plan¬ 
ning processes. 

“By adding just 5% to the ex¬ 
isting houses in Newmarket and 
building these homes sustainably 
over an 8 year period, we believe 
that the plans will bring much 
needed homes, alongside eco¬ 
nomic benefits whilst safeguard¬ 
ing the horse racing industry.” 

The final decision will be made 
on Wednesday, July 2.

Party time as

THE weekend brought a very 
special day in the calendar 
for Beryl Woollard and her 
family as they celebrated her 
100 th birthday. 

Beryl, who turned a cen¬ 
tury on Saturday, celebrated 
with her family and friends 
at a party at Newmarket Day 
Centre on Sunday afternoon. 

Her family, including son 
Tony, daughter-in-law Ann, 
nieces, nephews, and friends 
made up the 45-strong par¬ 
ty who went along to the 
day centre from places far 
and wide including York¬ 
shire, Lewes, Chichester and 
Cromer. 

Beryl was born in Rous 
Road in Newmarket - one of 
nine siblings - and grew up 
on Banstead Farm in Cowl- 
inge. 

After leaving school at 
14 and working in the vil¬ 
lage shop, Beryl got a job in 
service, working in various 
houses in the Newmarket 
area including Palace House 
Stables. 

Beryl married Ernie in 
1936 and moved to Wood- 
ditton, where she lived until 
recently, spending 76 years 
in the same house which 
her son and daughter-in-law 
now live in. 

Her daughter-in-law, Ann, 
shared more details about 
her life. 

She said: “Beryl spent the 
war years working on the 
land, then working for Basil 
larvis at Le Grange in New¬ 


market while Ernie was in 
North Africa and Italy with 
the 8th Army. 

“She spent 15 years at the 
Scotch Tea Rooms in New¬ 
market making cakes, bread 
and pastries. 

“She cycled to and from 
Woodditton every working 
day.” 

Beryl continued working 
as a cook afterwards at the 
“wireless station” in Cheve- 
ley for two years, before stay¬ 
ing in Woodditton and work¬ 
ing at Eve Stud for Sir Noel 
and Lady Murless, looking 
after assistant trainers and 
jockeys. 

Ann added: “When Sir 
Noel retired, she became 


their housekeeper until she 
retired at 70. 

“She then went fruit pick¬ 
ing and enjoyed working 
with the young people.” 

Outside of her working life, 
Beryl was a founder member 
of the Woodditton WI, which 
she is still a keen member of 
today, taking part in the bin- 
go, craft and cooking compe¬ 
titions for many years. 

The centenarian clearly 
has a lot of stories to tell, 
which her family are trying 
to get together for future 
generations to enjoy. 

And her secret to a long 
life? 

“Hard work and good 
food,” Beryl said.

Turf legends to 
be remembered 


sell for £1.15 million

FRANKEL’S first foal to be 
sold at auction went under 
the hammer in London on 
Monday night - and sold for 
£1.15 million. 

The unnamed colt was 
sold in the first auction at 
Kensington Palace on Mon¬ 
day evening alongside his 
mother, Crystal Gaze, who 
is currently in foal to Frankel 
for a second time. 

Standing at Tweenhills 
Farm Stud, the colt was de¬ 
scribed as “very correct” by 
the stable owner. 

David Redvers, owner and 
manager of Tweenhills said: 
“He has what I would call a 
typical Frankel temperament 
in that he knows he is special 
and really owns the show. 

“At this stage he looks like a 
speedy type which is no sur¬ 
prise given his dam line.” 

Bidding for the colt, which 
was born in March, opened 
at £1 million on Monday, 
with the winning bid made 
in less than a minute. 

The colt was bought by Mi¬ 
chael Vincent Magnier, from 
Tipperary in Ireland, on be¬ 
half of Coolmore Stud. 

The sale was held by Goffs, 
who are based in County Kil¬ 
dare in Ireland, and was held 
at The Orangery at Kensing¬ 
ton Palace. 

Prospective buyers were 
also invited to Kempton 
Racecourse where there was 
a live audio and visual link. 

While the foal and Crystal 
Gaze went for £1.15 million, 
the top price reached at the 
auction was £1.3 million for 


two-year-old colt Cappella 
Sansevero. 

Henry Beeby, chief execu¬ 
tive of Goffs, said: “When 
we set out to stage the Goffs 
London Sale we didn’t dare 
to dream of the sort of results 
and level of interest that we 
enjoyed at The Orangery at 
Kensington Palace. 

“Our top price looks like a 
real star, as did the Frankel 
foal and it was a joy to wel¬ 
come so many international 
bloodstock buyers to the sale 


and to start Royal Ascot week 
in such style.” 

The legendary Frankel was 
unbeaten in 14 starts, earn¬ 
ing almost £3 million in prize 
money, before he retired in 
October 2012. He now stands 
at Banstead Manor Stud in 
Cheveley. 

He was trained by Sir Hen¬ 
ry Cecil, who died last june. 

The foal will not run until 
at least the spring of 2016 but 
bets are already on for him 
winning the 1,000 Guineas.

A MAN from Mildenhall on 
trial for murder has denied 
stabbing his best friend to 
death. 

Andrew Turner, 49, is said to 
have used a six-inch bladed 
knife to stab Paul Bone so 
hard that it broke a rib and 
punctured his heart. 

Following his arrest, Turner 
is alleged to have claimed to 
a police officer that he had 
to stab Mr Bone because Mr 
Bone had assaulted Turner’s 
partner and tried to rape her. 

The body of Mr Bone, 41, 
was found outside the front 
door of an end of terrace 
house in Pembroke Close, 
Mildenhall, during the early 
hours of December 20 last 
year. The blade of the knife 
was found beside his body 
and the handle was found in¬ 
side the house. 

Yesterday, a jury at Ipswich 
Crown Court heard that 


Mr Bone, of Trinity Avenue, 
Mildenhall, had also sus¬ 
tained what the prosecution 
alleged were defence wounds 
to his hands as he had tried to 
save himself. 

As the trial began, prosecu¬ 
tor Tracy Ayling said the night 
on which Mr Bone died had 
been one of heavy drinking at 
the house in Pembroke Close, 
involving Turner, his partner 
fulie Salmon and Mr Bone. 

Earlier in the evening, 
three police officers had 
been called to the house by 
Ms Salmon’s daughter to deal 
with a domestic incident. 

Neighbour Mark Donohoe 
told the court how shortly 
before lam he had heard Ms 
Salmon and Turner shouting 
for help. 

After dialling 999 and being 
asked by an operator to check 
on Mr Bone’s condition, Mr 
Donohoe said Turner had 


said that he had to stab Mr 
Bone because he had tried to 
rape Ms Salmon. 

Giving evidence, Mr Dono¬ 
hoe said: “It sounded like a 
cover. It sounded like some¬ 
one had thought it up on the 
spur of the moment, fulie 
Salmon never mentioned 
once that she had been at¬ 
tacked.” 

He said Ms Salmon ap¬ 
peared to be giving “drunken 
CPR” to Mr Bone on the path 
outside the house. 

Miss Ayling said Turner 
had told a police officer at 
the scene: “He tried to kill me 
and rape fulie.” 

During a police interview 
Turner declined to answer 
any questions but gave offic¬ 
ers a pre-prepared statement 
in which he claimed that Mr 
Bone had attacked both him 
and Ms Salmon. 

The case continues.

FROM Sundae roasts to coffee kiss¬ 
es, lots of bizarre recipes are set to 
be cooked up around the country 
thanks to the launch of a new charity 
cookbook. 

Chris Lee, chef at The Packhorse 
Inn in Moulton, has joined chefs in¬ 
cluding Rick Stein, James Martin and 
Sophie Dahl to create Cooks & Kids 
Too - a recipe and nutrition book for 
children and teenagers. 

This second edition is also set to 
help young children in foster care, its 
organisers have said. 

Fostered children from Newmar¬ 
ket were invited into Chris’ kitchen at 
The Packhorse Inn to dream up their 
favourite foods, before taking over 
and making them a reality, and creat¬ 
ing a recipe to allow others to enjoy 
them too. 

The book was created by the Na¬ 
tional Fostering Agency Group (NFA), 
with the aim of improving children’s 
knowledge and understanding of nu¬ 
trition and healthy eating. 

They are also aiming to highlight 
the “crucial need” to encourage more 
people to come forward as foster car¬ 
ers. 

Andrew Isaac, managing director 
of the NFA, said: “Cooks & Kids was 
born out of a passion for food and 
a fun way to engage children and 
young people in all the wonderful 
tastes and combinations you can 
find on a plate.” 

Around the country, roast din¬ 
ners served in ice cream sundae 
glasses and carrot and cream muf¬ 
fins will be served up to raise money 
for Place2Be, an organisation which 
provides school-based mental health 
support for children. 

Recipes were submitted by chil¬ 
dren who are looked after by the NFA 
and the birth children of some of the 
group’s foster families. 

Andrew added: “Once again the 
photoshoots produced surprises and 
many memorable moments. 

“The buzz and the atmosphere 
was wonderful - and the proof of the 
puddings and the other dishes was 
certainly in the eating.” 

The first Cooks & Kids Too book 
has already had a positive result for 
young children, and the organisers 


hope the same will happen again 
with version two. 

Andrew said: “As a result of the 
publication of the first edition, four 
of the young people involved are now 
studying to enter the hospitality in¬ 
dustry. 

“We feel that is a wonderful dem¬ 


onstration of how this initiative has 
helped us in our aims of improving 
the quality of life for the children and 
young people in our care.”

with shoulder length 
blonde hair. 

No description was given 
for the owner of the spaniel 
other than she is a white fe¬ 
male.

A FLAT, thought to

users and using their 
premises". 

Inspector Matthew 
Rose said: "Although 
we will continue to 


support vulnerable 
people, this sends 
a clear message to 
illegal drug dealers 
who disrupt our 
community - your 
behaviour will not 
be tolerated and 
you risk losing your 
home. 

"The local 
authority is under 
no obligation to re¬ 
home anyone made 
homeless as a result 
of a Closure Order." 

Suffolk police have 
urged anyone who 
sees drug activity 
happening in their 
area to get in touch. 


RAF bases 
saved in 
new plans 


RAF bases in Lakenheath and 
Mildenhall have been saved 
from closure, the US Depart¬ 
ment of Defence has an¬ 
nounced. 

It was feared in March that 
the bases, in particular RAF 
Lakenheath, would have to be 
closed after a report commis¬ 
sioned by the US Government. 

The report by thinktank 
RAND Corporation suggested 
cost-cutting measures in Eu¬ 
rope. However, the new report 
has said the Suffolk bases pro¬ 
vide a “tangible commitment” 
to the US European Com¬ 
mand’s (USEUCOM) defence. 

In a statement, the depart¬ 
ment said: “USEUCOM’s for¬ 
ward presence is one of the 
United States’ most visible 
indicators of support to our 
European allies, providing as¬ 
surance and demonstrating 
tangible commitment to our 
collective defence.

“US dedication to our NATO 
security responsibilities is be¬ 
yond doubt; ongoing infra¬ 
structure adjustments simply 
ensure that we are best-posi¬ 
tioned to fulfill those responsi¬ 
bilities given changing circum¬ 
stances.” 

While RAF Lakenheath is un¬ 
affected, an unused ammuni¬ 
tion storage annex will close at 
the Mildenhall site. 

In its current state, the base 
costs the US Air Force about 
$211 million to run. Both bases, 
contribute an estimated £500 
million annually to the local 
economy. 

Lakenheath is home to 5,000 
servicemen and women and 
2,000 civilians, and Mildenhall 
to 3,000 military and more than 
3,500 civilians. 

A total of 15 housing units in 
RAF Feltwell will be closed.

A LICENSING application for a 
new Tesco Express store on the 
High Street in Newmarket has 
been approved.

“Before we open the store we 
will bring forward proposals for 
minor alternations to the building 
and we will keep the community 
updated.” 

The news of a Tesco Express 
store on the High Street has 
sparked a mixed reaction so far. 

Speaking at the time, local 
retailer lulie Eden said: “Some¬ 
where people can shop more

At your service 

The Head Butler at Paddocks House near Newmarket has several 
awards to his name... and several interesting stories too - some of 
which he shared with reporter NATALIE ROBINSON 



ROM the age of ten, George 
Telford knew what he wanted 
to do in life. 

Although it was a more un¬ 
usual career choice, he was sure that 
he was born to be a butler, taking in¬ 
spiration from Gordon Jackson and 
his character Hudson in much-loved 
TV series Upstairs Downstairs. 

“At a young age I knew I wanted 
to be a butler. To be inspired to be 
a butler was very unusual. The ca¬ 
reers officer used to come to school 
and ask what you wanted to be. You’d 
have your plumbers and your sol¬ 
diers, and then you had your butler,” 
George laughs. 

“I would pretend I was in service 
in a large household. That was diffi¬ 
cult in a two-up-two-down house in 
the east end of Glasgow where I was 
born.” 

And despite a doubtful family 
(“no-one wanted to believe I was go¬ 
ing to be a butler, including my fam¬ 
ily,”), George is now one of the most 
successful butlers in the world, win¬ 
ning Butler of the Year for two years 
running and looking after everyone 
from hotel guests to royalty and the 
rich and famous. 

George started his career with help 
from a mentor who he met in Lon¬ 
don. From there, his first long-term 
job was in Greece, working for the 
Papistratos family. 

Despite never having worked for 
a household before, George flour¬ 
ished, looking after the family for 20 
years. 

“I acted as their butler and chauf¬ 
feur,” he says. “I followed them 
between Greece and Switzerland, 
where their winter home was. It was 
an amazing place and an amazing 
experience. It just got better as the 
days went on.” 

After leaving Greece, George took 
jobs on private yachts, worked with 
Saudi families and then served ce¬ 
lebrities around the country. 

“I looked after Sir Paul McCart¬ 
ney in London, there was James Earl 
Jones, the voice of Darth Vader, who 
is an absolutely amazing man. I met 
Tom Hanks while working on a pri¬ 
vate yacht and in 2012 I looked after 
Princess Anne,” he remembers. 

“I looked after Robbie Williams in 
a hotel just outside Glasgow. He was 
a fantastic character. He’s very pas¬ 
sionate about what he does. 

“I got the chef to make him a deep- 
fried Mars bar, a Scottish tradition. 
I served it to Robbie and his wife in 
the garden under a silver cloche. He 
loved it. That’s one of my good mem¬ 
ories of being with Robbie.” 

And while he’ll share a few names 
and anecdotes, George is insistent a 
lot of his memories stay private. 

He says: “Discretion, loyalty and 
trust are key. When you’re working, 
whether that’s for a company or an 
individual, they have to trust you. 
You’ve gone into someone’s personal 
bedroom, into their personal life.” 

But what other key skills do but¬ 
lers need? “Preparation is important. 
With some families, I had to be pre¬ 
pared to be called at any time of the 
night, just for a glass of water, even 
if the jug was on their bedside table. 

“They want it poured, so you do 


that,” he says. Is that frustrating? 
“There’s nothing frustrating about 
my job. I love my job. Once you get a 
bad attitude, it’s time to leave.” 

Now Head Butler at The House 
Collection, who own Paddocks 
House near Newmarket and Poets 
House in Ely, George is passionate in 
ensuring he keeps up the first class 
service that he has delivered around 
the world for the past 40 years. 

He says: “Working in a house, you 
know everything about your boss. 
You know what their diary is because 
you are their diary. Working in a ho¬ 
tel is very different because you don’t 
know who your guests are going to 
be. Sometimes, when people come 
in they might feel a bit unsure. My 
job is to make them feel relaxed. 

“Walking from the car to their suite 
has to be stress-free, care-free and 
relaxing. I’ll find out whether they 
would like a bath run, if they’re cel¬ 
ebrating or if they’d like any drinks 
on arrival. Everything has got to be 


perfect. 

“Like the afternoon tea, it’s an ex¬ 
perience. It’s not just a cup of tea and 
a cake. It has to be five star. Presenta¬ 
tion is very important.” 

And George really has thought of 
it all. From a history of the afternoon 
tea on the front of the menu to pages 
of brews ranging from a classic Eng¬ 
lish breakfast to toffee and popcorn 
flavoured infusion, and trays of the 
most exquisitely presented cakes, 
sandwiches and scones; tea at Pad- 
docks House is indeed an experi¬ 
ence. 

George has begun to write down 
his memoirs in readiness for a book 
one day, but in the meantime it’s 
clear his high values and welcom¬ 
ing demeanour will continue to 
put guests at ease for many years to 
come. 

He says: “Our house is your hotel. 
When people arrive here, they come 
as strangers, but I guarantee they 
leave as friends.”

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Child arrests 
in Suffolk 
drop by 11 % 


THE number of children arrested in Suf¬ 
folk has dropped by 77 per cent in the 
past five years, recent figures have re¬ 
vealed. 

In 2008, 4,840 children were arrested. 
This figure had dropped to 1,092 in 2013, 
the Howard League for Penal Reform has 
revealed. 

The news comes after the charity 
launched a campaign aimed at keeping 
as many children out of the criminal jus¬ 
tice system as possible. 

Frances Crook, chief executive of the 
Howard League for Penal Reform, said: 
“It is encouraging to see that Suffolk Po¬ 
lice are making significantly fewer ar¬ 
rests of children than they were in 2008, 
thanks in part to our effective campaign¬ 
ing. 

“Most police services in England and 
Wales have developed successful local 
initiatives that resolve issues quickly and 
cheaply, involved victims in the justice 
process and, crucially, avoid criminalis-

ing boys and girls. 

“A sharp fall in the number of children 
entering the justice system is good news 
for everyone striving to reduce crime and 
saves the taxpayer untold millions.” 

The story is not the same around the 
country, as the charity also revealed that 
a child was arrested every four minutes 
in England and Wales in 2013. 

Last year, 129,274 arrests of children 
aged 17 and under were made, including 
1,107 arrests of children aged 10 or 11. 

But when compared to 2008, an arrest 
was made every 99 seconds. 

Frances Crook added: “The challenge 
for police is to maintain this trend. At a 
time of austerity, further reducing the 
number of children arrested would free 
up more officer time to deal with serious 
crimes.” 

The age of criminal responsibility in 
the UK is 10.

After spending more than 30 years of her life feeling des¬ 
perately unwell, but not having any idea why, Serena Pyke 
had hit rock bottom. Having finally been diagnosed with 
coeliac disease, she’s determined this debilitating illness will 
no longer rule her, she tells Lydia Fallon 


“I CAN’T kiss my boyfriend if he’s been drinking 
beer,” Serena Pyke giggles, when we meet at her 
St Neots home. “I have to make sure he cleans his 
teeth first!” 

You’d be forgiven for thinking this is a rather 
extreme reaction; many of the female population 
aren’t particularly partial to the taste of beer, but 
would be unlikely to resort to such measures. But, 
for Serena Pyke, 36, it is a necessity. Just one 
simple kiss could result in weeks, maybe even 
months, of unbearable pain. 

“Two hours afterwards I’ll feel ill; I’ll have 
horrible cramps in my tummy and then be on the 
loo for hours. It’s like having constant Delhi Belly,” 
Serena explains, describing the symptoms. “The 
joint pain can last for weeks and is really 
debilitating. I’ll be living on painkillers.” 

Serena lives in the shadow of coeliac disease, a 
lifelong autoimmune condition which affects one 
in 100 people in the UK and can, in some cases, 
lead to infertility, osteoporosis and even bowel 
cancer. Caused by intolerance to gluten - a protein 
found in wheat, barley and rye - eating just a 
crumb of the stuff can trigger the immune system 
to react by damaging the lining of the small 
intestine and result in symptoms, depending on 
the severity, just like those Serena has described. 

Most people have heard of it, but few - including 
some GPs, says Serena - really know what it is, 
making diagnosis difficult and thousands of 
sufferers left untreated. “Many people think it’s 
just an allergy: you eat something, you get ill but 
then you’ll be fine later, but it’s not, it’s an 
autoimmune disease like diabetes, which is when 
your immune system attacks your body,” Serena 
says. 


“You never grow out of it, and it is a lifestyle 
change. It changes your life forever. “ 

Serena was diagnosed with coeliac disease in 
2011; after years of feeling desperately unwell but 
never knowing why, it was, she admits, a huge 
relief. “I was so happy to finally be able to put a 
name to it,” Serena smiles. “Sometimes I was so ill 
I could not walk without pain, I couldn’t digest 
food and would frequently get crippling 
migraines. People think you’re making it up or just 
a hypochondriac looking for attention.” 

Today Serena is a picture of health: petite and 
pretty with long glossy hair, luminous skin and 
sparkly brown eyes, it’s hard to believe this is the 
same person who at her lowest spent 10 weeks in 
bed and had to have her daughter Holly, 9, take 
care of her. “I felt like I was fighting to get through 
every day,” remembers Serena. “Some days Holly 
had to get me things like a glass of water and I 
found that really tough.” 

She adds: “I remember one Hallowe’en, Holly 
was staring out the window and looked at me and 
said ‘Mummy why can’t we go trick or treating like 
everyone else?’ but I couldn’t even get out of bed. 
That for me was really, really tough, because I 
couldn’t be the mum I wanted to be. Something so 
simple like taking my daughter out and I couldn’t 
do it.” 

Serena has been suffering with symptoms of 
coeliac disease on and off since birth. “I was 
always very skinny and a bit of a sickly child,” 
Serena says. “In old photos I look awful; emaciated 
even. In my teens I was always really tired but 
could never work out why - everyone just thought 
it was me being me. “ 

She was diagnosed with anaemia aged 16 and

started taking iron pills but to no avail, and 
the cycle continued into her 20s. Serena did 
her best to carry on as normal, but even the 
simplest tasks were proving a struggle. “I had 
to put a brave face on at work but sometimes 
just wanted to sit in a corner and cry. It was 
really difficult to put a front on and keep 
going,” remembers Serena. “I suffered in 
silence. I wanted to get answers but felt like I 
was being beaten down.” 

Although she didn’t know it at the time, the 
disease affected her pregnancy with Holly 
too. “Holly weighed only 51b as a baby, she 
stopped growing at 32 weeks because I 
couldn’t give her the nutrients she needed 
and spent nine days in special care. But 
thankfully she pulled through and I feel very, 
very lucky as some coeliacs lose their baby or 
can’t conceive at all,” Serena says, tapping the 
wooden table in front of her. 

Things really came to a head in 2010 when 
Serena picked up a throat infection and just 
couldn’t shake it. Already painfully thin, she 
lost over a stone in weight, couldn’t walk 
without crutches and had to 
take a concoction of 
painkillers in order to 
function. She’d hit rock- 
bottom but still doctors 
dismissed her fears. “He told 
me I had an eating disorder 
and sent me away with some 
anti-depressants which I 
never took.” It must have 
been incredibly frustrating? 

“I was really upset because I 
felt like I was asking him for 
help and he didn’t want to 
help me,” says Serena. 

“But it was a turning point 
in my life too. I knew I had 
to figure out what was 
wrong. My friend used to say 
‘the squeaky wheel always 
gets the grease’ and I knew I 
had to just keep going and 
take control of my own 
health.” 

Serena was eventually 
referred to a 

gastroenterologist. “He said 
to me ‘Serena, I don’t know 
what the problem is, but I 
am going to find out.’ Those 
words were like a lifeline to 
me,” Serena smiles. “I had an endoscopy, 
which is basically when they put a pipe down 
your throat and into your gut to take a 
sample. 

“Afterwards, they phoned me up -1 
remember I was eating garlic bread at the 
time - and told me I was a coeliac. I put the 
bread down and that was the last gluten I 
ate,” she laughs. 

Serena cut gluten out of her diet straight 
away, but having developed Fibromyalgia - a 
chronic condition which causes pain all over 
the body - as a side-effect of coeliac disease, 
she was still incredibly weak. “I really had no 
quality of life at all,” she muses. “I was off 
work for 10 weeks, in pain, with nobody to 
help.” 

How did she stay strong? “I didn’t want to 
become a victim of the condition. If I was to 
think of the disease owning me, then I would 
never be able to find the strength to fight it,” 
Serena says. 

As a single mum, Serena knew she had to be 
strong for her daughter too. “If I made the 
illness all about me, then I wouldn’t be a 


good mum and a good role model. Holly has a 
bowel condition and we have always tried to 
be really positive about it, so I knew I had to 
be positive too,” Serena explains. 

“Holly gave me that strength. My life may 
have been different if she wasn’t here but I 
knew I had to keep going for her.” 

And, slowly but surely, Serena started to 
make progress. She upped her calorie intake 
to 3,000 a day to regain her strength and 
started physio to ease the joint pain. There 
were lifestyle changes to make too; a self- 
confessed foodie, Serena had to completely 
overhaul her diet, knowing that even the 
smallest amount of gluten could be 
catastrophic. “I can’t have any gluten at all, 
so I found out the other day I can’t even have 
a Vodka and lemonade anymore, because the 
same pump could be used in a lager shandy 
and then be contaminated,” she explains. 

“In the house we have a gluten zone and a 
gluten-free zone, and I have a separate 
toaster, a separate margarine pot and 
separate cooking utensils,” Serena says. “If 
I’m eating out I often 
have to take my own 
food with me or I just 
have a plain chicken 
breast and jacket 
potato, unless there’s a 
gluten-free kitchen 
available. 

What’s been the 
hardest thing to give 
up? “Pork pies,” Serena 
laughs. “I had dreams 
about pork pies when I 
was first diagnosed 
because I knew I’d 
never eat one again!” 

She adds: “I was a real 
foodie before the 
diagnosis, I loved to 
cook and bake, but it’s 
taken me three years to 
get to a place where I 
want to do that again, I 
just completely lost my 
motivation for it. But 
now I’ve learnt to 
embrace food as an 
enjoyable experience 
again, because the 
moment you feel like 
you’ve become a victim 
is the moment the food controls you,” says 
Serena. 

Serena says her experience of coping with 
coeliac disease has completely changed her 
outlook on life, and inspired her to follow her 
dreams too. The 36-year-old quit her job in 
finance to become a life coach, and has never 
been happier. “I wanted to put my experience 
to good use and help other people overcome 
their challenges in the way I’ve overcome 
mine,” Serena says. “It’s something you live 
with every day; you have to be positive every 
single day. It’s not like sticking on a plaster 
and waiting for a cut to heal.” 

What would be her advice to others 
struggling with the condition? “Don’t fight it, 
read everything you can about the disease 
and talk to other sufferers,” she muses. 

“I lost a lot of confidence, lost a lot of 
motivation and I just wanted somebody to 
reach out and help me. But you just have to dig 
deep and keep going. I know I went through 
this experience for a reason and that reason is 
learning from it, becoming a better person 
because of it and helping other people.”

• Coeliac UK has an average of 1,200 new 
members joining each month - membership is 
available for anyone diagnosed, seeking a 
diagnosis, supporting a friend or a relative, or trying 
to find out more about the gluten-free diet.

FOUR footie fans who vowed to 
walk 1,966km to watch England 
play at the World Cup have finally 
completed their epic journey 

Adam Burns, 27, David Bewick, 
31, Pete Johnston, 29, and Ben Ols¬ 
en, 31, started their three-month 
trek in March with the target dis¬ 
tance - 1966 - mirroring England’s 
own cup-winning year. 

They set off from Mendoza in 
Argentina on a route taking in 29 
towns and villages, in an effort to 
raise £20,000 to dig a water well for 
a poverty-stricken area of Brazil. 

The four planned to arrive in 
time for the start of the competi¬ 
tion last Thursday but finished 
early, reaching the finish line at the 
Estadio Beira-Rio in Porto Alegre 
on the Sunday. 

Adam, who lives in Newmarket, 
said: “I think we all have mixed 
emotions. It is a sense of relief that 
we have finished but we are going 
to miss being on the road. 

“Each one of us has taken time 
out of our careers to do this and it 


has definitely been worth it. It has 
made me want to move to South 
America. I have been blown away 
by how welcoming everybody has 
been - we have so many memories 
to take from this.” 

He added that the prospect of 


watching England take on Italy in 
Manaus on Saturday helped the 
walkers get through tough days. 

He said: “We’ve had an unbe¬ 
lievable time and can’t wait for the 
Italy game on Saturday. 

“I have been to five or six com¬ 


petitive games but this will be my 
first big tournament game. 

“We’ve been walking eight or 
nine hours a day and we’ve all 
been saying ‘when we finish we get 
to watch England in the Amazon’.” 

Ahead of the tournament, nu¬ 
merous protests were staged in 
Brazil against the country hosting 
the event, with campaigners say¬ 
ing the money would have been 
better spent on addressing social 
inequality. 

Adam said: “We have met local 
people who don’t want Brazil to 
host the World Cup. It will cover 
up the real problems the country 
has. 

“One of the stadiums built is the 
second most expensive ever. 

“It cost about £900 million and 
there isn’t even a local team there.” 

The group camped along the 
way and have been backed in 
their challenge by former football¬ 
ers Alan Shearer, John Barnes and 
Micky Quinn. 

They will meet Prince Harry be¬ 
fore England’s game against Costa 
Rica in Belo Horizonte later.

Total of 78k 
unpaid carers 
in the county 

A TOTAL of 78,000 unpaid carers 
are thought to be living in Suffolk, 
it has been announced as part of 
Carers Week.

out their role. 

Cllr Alan Murray, cabinet 
member responsible for health, 
said: "Carers Week is an 
opportunity to recognise the hard 
work of those who care for the 
most vulnerable people in our 
communities, whether in a paid or 
unpaid capacity. 

"We want to make people aware 
that they don't have to do this 
alone and that there is support and 
advice available to them."

ELLA 
WALKER catches up with two of the 
stars of Friday’s launch show, 

80s Here and Now: T’Pau’s Carol 
Decker and Eddie Amoo from 
The Real Thing 

START backcombing your hair now, Bananarama 
are back! Well, two are at least and not just 
them: T’Pau, The Real Thing, Curiosity Killed the 
Cat and Kid Creole and The Coconuts. 

These classic 80s acts have the job of getting 
Newmarket Nights' summer season off to a 
raucous start, presumably in a cloud of Harmony 
hairspray. 

The 80s Here and Now extravaganza will see 
some fluttering on the horses followed by a slew 
of era-defining chart-toppers, namely China In 
Your Hand (T'Pau), Love In The First Degree 
(Bananarama), You to Me Are Everything (The 
Real Thing), Annie, I'm Not Your Daddy (Kid 
Creole) and Down To Earth (Curiosity Killed The 
Cat). 

Liverpool soul legends The Real Thing started 
out in the 1970s and had some very high-profile 
fans (Michael Jackson and The Beatles). Endlessly 
enthusiastic vocalist and guitarist Eddie Amoo 
has lost none of his passion for the business. So 
why should people come along and see your 
section in the show? 

"For absolute brilliance! They're gonna get the 
classics and they're gonna get a real party. It's 
a really out-there show that we do. We draw 
people in and that's one of the reasons we've 
survived so long. We've been together forever!" 

Forming in Shropshire in the late 80s and 
fronted by the fiery Carol Decker, T'Pau took 


their name from a Star Trek Vulcan elder 
- as you do - and peppered the charts with hits 
like Heart and Soul and Valentine. Although they 
split up in the 90s, Decker is still going strong. 

"It's not a 'this is my favourite B-side' or 
'this is our favourite album track we all like to 
indulge ourselves in' concert, it's a hit-based 
concert. I won't play new material on this 
particular occasion but I'm going out on tour in 
October and I'll be premiering new stuff then. 

At Newmarket I'm just going to play all the 80s 
stuff because that's what that day is about," she 
said.

M for Murder is a mystery 
of murder plots gone awry, 
blackmail and pocket-hopping 
latchkeys. 

Famously turned into a film by

THE FAULT IN OUR STARS (I2A, 126 mins) 
ONLY a frozen heart could be unmoved 
as E.T. bids farewell to Elliot, Bambi 
cries forlornly in the forest for his fallen 
mother or Carl falls in love with Ellie in 
the opening sequence to Pixar’s Up . 

The Fault In Our Stars will offer a stern 
test to the waterproof mascara of every 
teenager who fell in love with John 
Green's bestselling novel. 

Josh Boone's polished adaptation deftly 
plucks heartstrings to the point that a 
trickle of saltwater tears threatens to 
become an unstoppable torrent. 

One tissue simply doesn't suffice 
as scriptwriters Scott Neustadter and 
Michael H Weber navigate the tricky 
topic of terminal illness with wry humour 
and sensitivity. 

The film is blessed with a tour-de¬ 
force central performance from Shailene 
Woodley as a young cancer patient, who 
experiences the exquisite agony of first 
love just when it seems she has given up 
on life. 

The 22-year-old Californian actress 
doesn't hit a single false emotional note 
as her protagonist wrestles with guilt and 
mortality, catalysing smouldering screen 
chemistry with co-star Ansel Elgort. 

Woodley plays 16-year-old Hazel Grace 
Lancaster, who was diagnosed with 
cancer at an early age and almost slipped 
away in hospital. 

An experimental drug trial has halted 
the spread of the disease but Hazel is 
resigned to her grim fate. 

"Depression's not a side effect of 
cancer," she explains in voiceover, "it's 
a side effect of dying, which is what's 
happening to me.”

During one session, Grace meets acerbic 
survivor Gus (Elgort), who lost his leg to 
halt the spread of his cancer.

Heaven sceimt 


WHEN I open my patio doors and breathe 
in the delicious scent of my neighbour’s 
mock orange, with its pretty white flowers 
cascading conveniently over my garden 
fence, I know that summer is really here. 

The delicious smell of this flowering shrub 
may only last a couple of weeks but for 
me it's one of the most memorable events 
of summer and there are varieties to suit 
most gardens, from the golden mock 
orange Philadelphus coronarius 'Aureus', 
which can be used to light up the back 
of a mixed border, to the more compact 
P. 'Manteau d'Hermine', which grows to 
just 75cm (30in), bearing masses of heady 
cream flowers and ideally planted next to 
a seating area in a sheltered spot where 
people can enjoy its scent to the full. 

Of course, on the patio you are spoiled 
for choice with scented plants. Those which 
will grow happily in containers include 
night-scented stocks, clove-scented pinks 
and scented pelargoniums in the Fragrans 
Group, which have leaves with the aroma 
of lemon, orange and mint. 

Herbs too will provide you with scent as 
well as flavour, including lemon verbena, 
Eau de Cologne mint (Mentha x piperita 
f. citrata), lemon thyme and fragrant 
rosemary. All these need to be touched to 
release their fragrance. 

Sweet peas, pictured, will also grow 
happily in a pot, trained up a wigwam, to 
give you not only fragrance but plenty of 
colour as well. Cut the flowers regularly

and put a bunch on your patio table or 
even indoors if you want the scent inside 
as well. Cutting is essential with sweet 
peas if you want more flowers to appear 
throughout the season, as, if you don't cut 
them, the flowers will form bean-like pods, 
which send a message to the plant that 
flowering is over. 

If you're after low-maintenance scent, 
pots of lavender will provide you with 
plenty of fragrance as well as attracting 
bees, and just need shearing to keep neat 
immediately after flowering. However, keep 
heavier scents such as lavender separate 
from other scented plants as otherwise it 
will dominate the group. 

Plants whose scents will blend together 
beautifully in the border include lilies, 
phlox, sweet Williams, nicotiana (tobacco 
plant), sweet peas and nepeta (catmint). 

For optimum fragrance, go for old- 


fashioned varieties of nicotiana, such as N. 
alata, which folds up its petals during the 
day and comes to life only at night. Modern 
dwarf varieties may look better but they 
don't have as much scent. 

Similarly, I prefer old-fashioned roses 
which are in a bed, as I've never found 
that patio roses give as much scent-wise. 
Among my favourite roses for the border is 
the David Austin English shrub rose, Rosa 
'Gertrude Jekyll', which bears stunning 
large, rosette-shaped pink flowers and has 
an outstanding perfume, as well as strong 
stems and a neat, compact shape with 
flowers produced throughout summer. 

It can be grown as a climber, reaching 
a height of around 8ft, and will do well 
combined with clematis. 

Of course, there's also a plethora of 
scented climbers which are ideal for 
positioning near a door or pathway, or close 
to opening windows where their fragrance 
can be enjoyed from inside too. 

Obvious choices include scented 
honeysuckles, climbing roses and common 
white jasmine (Jasminum officinale), which 
can reach 8m (26ft) and produces clusters 
of simple, white trumpet-shaped flowers 
from early summer to autumn if planted in 
well-drained soil in a warm, sheltered spot, 
ideally on a south-facing wall. 

With just some of these choices, hopefully 
you'll be able to fling open your patio doors 
and inhale the scent of summer, day or 
night, come rain or shine.

Crash ends Jarvis 
hopes at Le Mans 


OLIVER Jarvis believes the incident that 
forced his early exit from this year’s Le 
Mans 24 Hours robbed him and his co¬ 
drivers of a genuine shot at victory 

Jarvis’ co-driver Marco Bonanomi 
was showing excellent pace in his 
#3 Audi R18 e-tron quattro against 
the hotly fancied Toyotas and more 
experienced Audi team-mates. 

He was third at the time, behind the 
#7 Toyota driven by Alexander Wurz and 
the sister Audi car of Andre Lotterer, 
when he was hit from behind on the 
Mulsanne straight just an hour-and-a- 
half into the race. 

“There’s been an air of confidence 
about the No 3 car. We really believed we 
could win,” said Jarvis. 

“Marco was having a great first 
couple of stints. To be taken out through 
no fault of our own hurts. 

“The team are gutted, Marco is 
devastated. The guys are in tears, they 
work so hard. To not even get the chance 
to see if we could have won is a big blow.” 

Jarvis had been cautiously optimistic 
ahead of the weekend, as he and co¬ 
drivers Bonanomi and Portuguese Le 


Mans rookie Filipe Albuquerque had 
shown promising signs of a successful 
partnership throughout the pre-race 
build up. 

Bonanomi underlined that potential 
with an excellent opening stint, overtak¬ 
ing both Porsche 919 hybrids, and show¬ 
ing past Le Mans winners Lotterer and 
Tom Kristensen that he was more than 
capable of matching them for pace. 

He had already overtaken Lotterer once, 
and was closing on him again, when he 
was taken out of the race. Leader Wurz 
was just over 30 seconds ahead. 

“We had a car to fight for the win,” said 
Jarvis. 

“It’s really frustrating because it’s not 
often you can say you had a chance to 
win Le Mans. Whether we would have 
done, or could have done is another 
question, but it’s something we’ll never 
know.” 

The drama that unfolded during the 
race underlined Jarvis’ point, as the 
leading #7 Toyota retired at 5am and 
both sister Audis suffered major setbacks 
when they had to have new turbos fitted. 

The #2 Audi of Lotterer, Benoit 


Treyluyer and Marcel Fassler went on to 
claim victory. 

The twice-around-the-clock race 
began in bright sunshine, but dark 
clouds appeared after an hour and with 
them came a menacing spell of rain. 

The sudden downpour resulted in 
chaos as cars on slick tyres struggled 
to cope in the wet. Some, like Lotterer, 
survived but others, like Bonanomi, 
were not so fortunate. 

He was making his way down the Mul¬ 
sanne straight at reduced speed because 
of the conditions when the #81 Ferrari of 
Sam Bird went into the back of him. 

The #8 Toyota, driven by Nicolas 
Lapierre, a little further behind also ap¬ 
peared to be involved as it lost control 
moments before the impact that wiped 
out the #3 Audi. 

Jarvis, in the pit garage in anticipation 
of taking over at the wheel, could only 
watch in dismay as Bonanomi’s attempts 
to restart the car came to nothing, result¬ 
ing in retirement. 

Lapierre nursed his Toyota back to the 
pits but Bird’s Ferrari suffered the same 
fate as the Audi.

Kingman’s ability is

JAMES Doyle placed a finger to 
his lips in silencing any remaining 
doubters as the scales of what was 
hoped to be a long-lasting racing 
rivalry turned emphatically in fa¬ 
vour of Kingman after the St James’s 
Palace Stakes at Royal Ascot.

Night Of Thunder surprisingly 
took the lead under Richard Hughes 
instead of stablemate Toormore, and 
while the 8-11 favourite Kingman 
had some ground to make up with a 
furlong remaining, he completed it 
so easily Doyle was looking over his 
shoulder crossing the line with two 
and-a-quarter lengths in hand. 

Kingman also secured the 
Irish Guineas and now he will be 
raised to challenge older horses 
for overall supremacy of the mile 
division. He may find himself up 
against the Queen Anne winner 
Toronado rather than the Hannon 
stablemate. 

“I probably shouldn’t have done 
that. I let my emotions go a bit, 
but I got a lot of satisfaction from 
that,” said Doyle, when asked about 
making the signal. 

“A lot of things were said after the 
Guineas and he’s proved he’s the 
best of the three-year-olds. 

“We’ve put that behind us - it was

‘oh my god, what are they going to 
do?’ 

“I said the slower they go, fine, 
because of his turn of foot - and for 
a young boy, he rode him brilliantly. 

“When a horse wins a 
maiden and he’s favourite for the 
Guineas it’s a bit embarrassing 
for the horse, but fortunately he 
doesn’t read the newspapers so it’s 
only us who have had to bear the 
pressure.” 

Looking further ahead, Gosden 
said: “I’d like to freshen him up now 
as he’s had four races. 

“We’ll think about races like the 
Sussex and the Jacques le Marois 
and then back here the QEII.”
